CAIRO, Aug. 31 (AP)—A Trans- 
world Airline Constellation plane 
carrying 55 persons, 23 of them 
Americans, crashed and burned 
today north of Cairo, killing all 
aboard—48 passengers and seven 
crewmen. 

Reports from the scene said ‘the 
fcur-engine plane was so badly 
burned that only a small section 
of it remained intact. Bodies 
were so charred that identifica- 
tion at once was impossible. They 
are being removed by plane to 
Cairo. 

The loss of 55 lives made the 
erash one of the most disastrous 
in world commercial aviation his- 
tory. The heaviest loss of life 
in American commercial aviation 
occurred last June 24 when 58 
persdns perished in a Northwest 
Airlines plane crash in Lake 
Michigan. The heaviest loss in 
commercial airline history was 
March 12 this year, when 80 per- 
sons were killed in the crash of a 
British transport near Cardiff, 
Wales. 

Two of Dead From Missouri. 

Two of the dead were Missouri- 
ans-~—-First Officer Haldon Ham- 
mitt of Camdenton, and his wife 
Ramona, who Was a passenger. 

The crash scene, near Etay Ba- 
roud, 65 miles northwest of Cai- 
r6, is a short distance from the 
Egyptian pyramids, burial places 
of the pharoahs, Associated Press 
Correspondent Edward Pollak, 
who reached it by walking 10 
miles across the hot desert sands 
and then taking a narrow gauge 
railway that serves a desert quar- 
ry, said wreckage was strewn over 
500 yards. 

Eyewitnesses said the big Star 
of Maryland plunged to earth in 
flames. 

The plane was on a regular run 
from Bombay to New York. It 
crashed shortly after takeoff from 
Cairo’s Farouk field at 1:30 a.m. 
today, Cairo time (6:30 p.m. yes- 
terday St. Louis time). 

Routine Report By Plane.. 

The plane made a routine re- 
port to the Cairo control tower 
20 minutes after it was in the air 
and then was not heard from 
again. Although the wreckage 
was sighted from the air soon 
afterward, ground rescue teams 
could not reach the scene of the 
crash until late afternoon. 

Reports that the pilot had ra- 
dioed that he had engine trouble 
proved to be unfounded. 

“Nobody can tell how the acci- 
dent occurred,” a T.W.A. spokes- 
man said. 

Five of the crew of seven were 
Americans. The other two°were 
French. Eighteen of the pas- 
sengers were Americans, and the 
rest represented 11 other na- 
tionalities.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP) 
~The House passed without op- 
position today a bill aimed at 
preventing sneak air attacks. The 
measure already has passed the 
Senate, but must go back for 
‘onsideration of minor changes 
made by the House. 

The legisiation would give the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration 
power to require identification of 
aircraft and advance clearance for 
flying into areas imporant to na- 
tional defense.

AGKERMAN AS BASIN 
ADVISER RAISES ISSUE 


Geographer Criticized Inter- 
Agency Missouri Plan in 
Hoover Report.

FORT PECK, Mont., Aug. 31—

Ackerman wrote a controversial 
appendix to the natural resources 
task force report of the Hoover 
commission on governmental re- 
organization, early last year. His 
document was critical of Inter- 
agency plan and management in 
the Missouri basin. It has been 
the subject of frequent and bitter 
complaint ever since by Inter- 
agency supporters. 

The Hoover commission pro- 
posed unification of federal agen- 


cies dealing with natural re-/, 


source development, including 
transfer of the Army Engineers’ 
civil functions to the Interior De- 
partment. 

Issue Raised by Peterson. 

The new issue over Ackerman, 
a relatively youthful member of 
the University of Chicago faculty, 
was raised here by Gov. Val 
Peterson (Rep.) of Nebraska, a 
member of Interagency and chair- 
man of-the Missouri River States 
Committee. Peterson was backed 
by Brig. Gen. S. D. Sturgis Jr., 
Army Engineers member of Inter- 
agency. 

Occasion for Peterson’s new 
criticism was the presence of R. 
R. Renne, president of Montana 
State College and one of the sev- 
en members of the President's 
water policy commission. Renne 
was here to discuss Montana agri- 
culture. 

Questioned publicly by Peter- 
son, Renne said Ackerman Is 
chairman of the commission’s riv- 
er basin committee, which is 
gathering material from the vari- 
our agencies working in the vari- 
ous stream valleys.

Five Progressive Party 
Members Attack Valid- 
ity of Statute Requiring 


Loyalty Oath. 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 31 (AP)— 
Five Progressive party members 
who want to run for office started 
a new court attack yesterday on 
Maryland’s law against sub- 
versives. 

The so-called Ober Act often 
has been cited as the strongest 
legislation in the country against 
Communists. It provides for 
five-year jail terms or fines up to

organization that works for over- 


throw of the Government by 
violence. 

The five Progressives filed their 
suit in a state court. They charged 
that the Ober law had deprived 
them of«their right‘to’ run for 
office. 


include in his filing papers an 
oath that he is not a subversive 
nor a member of any subversive 
oO tion. The Progressives 
refused. They contend Maryland 
law prohibits such a special oath. 
The Secretary of State refused to 
accept their papers. 

Their suit asks the court to put 
the Progressives on the ballot— 
for Governor, Congress and State 
Legislature. The state has until 
Sept. 11 to file its arguments 
against this. * 

The Ober law, passed by the 
Maryland General Assembly in 
1949, requires the loyalty oath of 
all state and local employes, in- 
cluding school teachers, as well 
as candidates. 

It provides fines of up to $20,- 
000 and prison terms up to 20 
years. for anyone found to be 
working actively for overthrow of 
the state or federal Governments 
by force. 

The Progressives contend the 
Ober lew violates the federal 
Constitution, the federal Bill of 
Rights, the state constitution, afid 
Maryland’s declaration of rights. 
These are the same arguments 
a group of business and profes- 
sional men put up when they filed 
a court attack on the law more 
than a year ago. 

Circuit Judge Joseph Sherbow 
agreed it was an attempt at 
thought control and threw it out. 
The court of appeals, Maryland's 
highest tribunal, overruled Judge 
Sherbow on a technicality without 
passing on the law itself. 

The Ober law also faces a vote 
test in November. Its opponents 
got enough signatures on petitions 
to force a referendum at the gen- 
eral election. A

The sources said the -Allied 
High Commission probably will 
clamp stringent new restrictions 
on shipments of war potential 
goods behind the fron curtain. 

30 Carloads Held Up. 
About 30 railway carloads of 
machine tools and machinery have 
been halted at the West German 
border recently on Allied orders, 
it was said. 

Earlier Allied officials had dis- 
closed that West Germany has 
shipped an estimated $650,000 
worth of machine tools to Eastern 
Europe since Jan. 1. Communist- 
controlled Poland and Hungary 
along with Finland took these 
shipments. 

“The German have nof been as 
alert as they should in licensing 
strategic shipments,” an Allied 
official said. 

“The Allied occupation authori- 
ties are now considering what ac- 
tion they can take to remedy this 
situation. Something certainly 
will be done.” 

Licensing System Change. 

Four months ago the Allies 
turned over to the West German 
government the licensing of most 
German exports, including the so- 
called “critical goods” which can 
add to the war potential of a 
country. Some Allied officials 
opposed this move. 
Since this switchover was made, 
such potential war goods as lead 
and ball-bearings, machine tools, 
optics, fine machines and steel 
tubing have been moving to the 
East in what the Allies consider 
excessive quantities, officials said. 
None of these goods has gone 
direct to Soviet Russia, officials 
said. However, it is believed that 
at least part of what East Euro- 
pean coutries buy in western Ger- 
—_ is transshipped to the Rus- 
sians. 


ECA Officials Say Restrictions 
Check Tool Flow to Reds. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (UP)— 
Machine tools financed by Mar- 
shall plan dollars are being 
shipped behind the fron curtain 
from western Europe, the Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administra- 
tion acknowledged yesterday, but 
contended most of them have no 
military value. 

ECA officials said there are 
about 100 types of tools which 
this country will not allow to be 
sent to Russia and its satellites. 
Most of these also are embargoed 
by important European nations, 
allowing only a trickle to go 
through.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31—Sec- 
retary of Defense Louis A. John- 
son replied yesterday to the 
critics who have been demanding 
that he resign because of the 
state of the nation’s defenses 
under “his administration at the 
outbreak of the Korean conflict. 
Though not directed to it, his 
reply came on the heels of a 
resolution adopted in Chicago at 


the national encampment of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. This 
called for “new and competent 
leadership in the Department of 
Defense” and condemned “the 
disastrous and capricious policies 
of the Department of Defense 
which havé brought our defenses 
to their present shameful and in- 
adequate condition.” It also 
called on President Truman to 
appoint a “new and competent” 
replacement for Secretary John- 
son. 
Letter Cites Support. . 

Johnson’s defense of his mili- 
tary stewardship was made in a 
letter to Representative Anthony 
F. Tauriello, (Dem.), New York, 
and was buttressed with state- 
ments from political and military 
leaders which he cited as reflect- 
ing confidence in and credit on 
his administration of the Depart- 
ment of Defense. ‘Those quoted 
included the President, Repre- 
sentative Carl Vinson (Dem.), 
Georgia, chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, Gen- 
eral of the Army Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, and General of the Army 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, president 
of Columbia University. 

Johnson told Tauriello he was 
aware that “many of the recent 
attacks on me,” like many of 
those on Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, “are primarily political, 
and are aimed not at the incum- 
bent secretary but at the Admin- 
istration generally, with an eye to 
the November elections.” He add- 
ed that he was resigned to this 
as “part and parcel of the demo- 
cratic process” but thought “it 
is important to recognize it for 
what it is.” 

Reply to Attack by Tauriello. 

The Johnson letter, written 
Aug. 25, was in response to one 
written him two days before by 
Representative Tauriello in which 
the Congressman lashed out at 
Johnson’s “false economy” and 
‘“pinch-penny methods” and said 
that his “continuance in office is 
necessarily embarrassing to the 
Chief Executive.” 

Johnson said that he thought 
the President (who said some time 
ago that he intended keeping Sec- 
retary Johnson in the Cabinet) 
was “fully capable of speaking for 
himself” on this score and sug- 
gested that Tauriello address “any 


mation during his tenure as Sec- 
retary of Defense,” Johnson said: 
“TI also have suffered from the 
spreading of such misinformation. 
Cites Accomplishments. 
“But I continue to believe that, 
in the long run, the solid facts 
of what the Department of De- 
fense is accomplishing will stand 
out above the misinformation 
that various individuals and 
various groups, for reasons of 
their own, see fit to spread. 
Johnson cited statistics to show 


that both the Army and Air Force 
were substantially stronger, man- 
power-wise, at the outbreak of the 
Korean conflict than they had 
been at the time of the March 
1948 Communist coup in Czecho- 
slovakia, and that the Navy and 
Marine Corps had been reduced 
by only 17,000 men. 

He maintained that all three 
services were at a more effective 
combat strength than they ever 
had been before in time of peace. 

Tauriello had cited as a “brash” 
statement one by Johnson that 
should an aggressor strike at 4 
o'clock in the morning the United 
States would be ready to begin 
retaliation at 5 o'clock. 

Johnson replied that the state- 
ment was “completely factual.” 
He noted he had been speaking of 
the ability of the Air Force to 
counter a strategic bombing at- 
tack. 

Johnson declared the United 
States may now be fighting local 
aggression in Korea instead of 
“being faced with bombing raids 
upon American cities” because of 
“our ability to launch a strategie 
airstroke....”

BRINGS SHARP RISE 
IN CONSUMER DEBT 


July Figures on Credit 
Purchases Bring Total 
to Record High of $20,- 
340,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP)— 
The Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported last night that consumer 
debt rose in July to record peak 
—a result of the buying wave that 
followed outbreak of the Korean 
war June 25. 

The volume of credit outstand- 

ing for retail purchases of con- 
sumer goods shot up $660,000,000 
during July to reach $20,340,000,- 
000 at the end of’ that month. 
Never before had it crossed the 
20-billion-dollar level. 
The big gain was in installment 
credit, reflecting the fact that the 
rush-buying centered on items of 
major expense involving the 
greatest fears of “scarcity’’—auto- 
mobiles, television sets, refriger- 
ators, etc. 

Congressional conferees now 
are working on. a control bill 
which is expected to result in 
quick Reserve Board action to 
stiffen installment credit terms 
with higher cash down payments 
and speedier completion of pay- 
ments. 

While installment credit was up 
sharpest, the board pointed out 
that charge-account debt reversed 
the usual pattern of season de- 
cline and expanded $128,000,000 
in July to a $3,520,000,000 total. 

“This expansion stemmed from 
‘scare’ buying of both durable and 
‘non-durable goods,” the board 
commented. Nondurable goods 
which underwent a virtual run 
of buying incluuded nylon stock- 
ings and a variety of food items. 

As this month began, consumers 
owed $12,608,000,000 for past pur- 
chases on the installment plan 
and $7,732,000,000 for non-install-

“We were awfully lucky no 
one was killed or critically hurt,” 
a spokesman for the railroad 
said. The diesel-powered train de- 
railed in rolling country about 12 
miles west of this central Texas 
town about 3 a.m.

Final passage of the 
bill left the anxious labor chiefs 
relatively satisfied, since new 
amendments introduced by Prime 
Minister Louis St. Laurent’ dur- 
ing the day guaranteed that the 
back-to-work conditions could not 
be reduced, even by arbitration. 


The effects of the strike had 
spread into the country’s economy 
generally. Industrial plants closed. 
Thousands of workers were laid 
off. Fruit and vegetable crops 
were lost. 

The end of the strike averted a 
threatened production cut in 
Canada’s newsprint industry, im- 
portant as a source of supply for 
United States newspapers.

$550,000,000, SAYS CANNON, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (UP)}— 
The Budget Bureau should cut 
federal spending by more than the 
$550,000,000 ordered by Congress, 
Chairman Clarence Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri, of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee said today. 

He said the figure was a “min- 
imum” slash on a 35-billion-dollar 
general appropriation bill now 
awaiting President Truman's ap- 
proval.

(AP)—The University of North 
Carolina and North Carolina State 
College announced today that 
they had notified the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
that they are not complying with 
the sanity code of the N.C.A.A, 

William D. Carmichael Jr., act- 
ing president of the Greater Uni- 
versity of which State College in 
Raleigh is a part, said the 
N.C.A.A, had been notified sev- 
eral months ago that the schools 
“were not in complete technical 
compliance with the regulations” 
of the code governing aid to ath- 
letes. 

Carmichael, declining to elabo- 
rate on the details of the schools’ 
non-compliance, said, “We know 
we have not been investigated 
and we do not believe that we 
have been censured.” 

His statement: 

“On May 8, 1950, after consul- 
tation with Chancellor. House 
(Robert B. House of the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina) and Chan- 
cellor Harrelson (J. W. Harrelson 
of North Carolina State College) 
and the athletics authorities at 
the University at Chapel Hill and 
State College of Raleigh, we noti- 
fied Clarence P, Houston (of Tufts 
College), chairman of the consti- 
tutional committee of the Nation- 
al Collegiate Athletic Association, 
that our two institutions were not 
in complete technical 
with the regulations of the sanity 
cod

“We have kept Mr. Houston 
fully apprised of our situation. 
We have told him that if we find 
that honest compliance is im- 
possible we will discuss with him 
‘and his committee what action 
we should take in this matter.”

Fish a Good Wek-End Buy 
~—New-Crop Apples In— 
Cabbage Good.

NOTHER long weekend 

ahead, with everyone rejoic- 

ing over the prospect of three 
happy, carefree days — except 
mother, who is apt to look upon 
the whole thing as a plain pain 
in the neck. The very thought of 
planning and shopping for nine 
meals, plus inbetween snacks and 
midnight suppers, is enough to 
make her take a dim view of 
holidays. 


One way to cut down on hours 
in the kitchen is to plan an out- 
door fish fry as the high point of 
one day. There is much to be 
said in favor of such an event. 
On the practical side, it furnishes 
a delicious dinner with a mini- 
mum of effort on the part of 
mother, and will probably be the 
most economical meal of the 
weekend. It lets every member 
of the family get into the act and 
provides what would be known in 
social service circles as “a group 
work activity.” Which is an im- 
pressive way of saying that it is 
a fine idea for a family to share 
their fun, instead of gobbling 
down a quick meal, then dashing 
off on individual and diversified 
pursuits of pleasure. 


Most popular fish for such a 
shindig are whiting, filet of cod 
and filet of red perch—all mighty 
economical buys, The last of two 
are free of bone and free of skin 
-~—-nothing but good, solid meat 
for your money. 

Incidentally, the popularity of 
fish frys is pretty amazing. One 
fish company here which rents 
thermostatically controlled, bu- 
tane gas-operated fryers for large 
private, church and organization 
parties reports that they have be- 
tween 30 and 40 of them in op- 
eration every week. Add to that 
the number of small back-yard 
fish frys, and you can see that 
this good old American custom 
rates high with the citizenry. 

While we are on the subject of 
fish, did you ever stop to con- 
sider that frozen fish are actually 
fresher than fresh fish? That 
might sound like double talk, but 
it is literally true. Of course if 
you take a fish right out of the 
water and cook it on the bank of 
the stream it might be fresher, 
but the fish which are caught by 
the average amateur fisherman, 
refrigerated by methods which 
are less than perfect until brought 
home for mama to cook, can’t 
compare with frozen fish for 
freshness. 

Commercially caught fish are 
pulled out of the water and par- 
tially dressed right on the schoon- 
ers. They are then packed in the 
hold of the ship—a layer of ice 
and a layer of fish. The ship re- 
mains out in the fishing grounds 
only a pre-determined length of 
time. The animal heat is chilled 
out of the fish by the time the 


boat docks. “The processing is 
then completed and the fish are 
quick-frozen at the peak of fresh- 
ness. As one expert phrases it, 
“They are frozen with the wiggle 
still in the tail.”

O much for fish. There has 
S not been much change in the 
meat situation since last week. 
Hams, both fresh and ready-to- 
eat, are still good values. Table- 
ready meats will play an im- 
parent role in the plans for this 
holiday weekend; chickens and 
turkeys are excellent buys. You 
should find veal and some cuts of 
beef, such asvrounds and loins, 
worth consideration. Also check 
on the variety meats; such as liver 
and sweetbreads. a

G.B.S. FOR USING 
COMMUNISM, SAYS 
IT’S BRITISH IDEA 


LONDON, Aug. 31 (UP) — 

George Bernard Shaw said today 
the British invented Communism 
and must carry it as far as Russia 
has if they want to succeed. 
In a letter to the Times of 
London, the 94-year-old Irish 
playwright said, “British Com- 
munism, made practicable by my- 
self, Sidney Webb and our fellow 
Fabians,” saved Russia from ruin 
in 1917. 

“The latest portrait of Stalin 
is so fine that I have torn it 
out and had it framed,” Shaw 
said. 

“Marxism, a British Museum 
export, was set on its feet by 
Fabianism, another British ex- 
port. We are the spiritual fathers 
of modern, successful Com- 
munism, protesting all the time 
in our ridiculous British way that 
we hold it in abhorrence... .” 
Shaw advised the British Labor 
Government to emulate Russia 
which “for more than 40 years 
has been flooding Europe with 
splendid illustrated magazines in 
all languages, boosting its extra- 
ordinary achievements in chang- 
ing Asian deserts and Artic ice- 
fields into flourishing cities. 
“Nobody who sees these publi- 
cations will ever believe our 
tales of a half-starved population 
dwelling in Belsen camps under 
the lash of a ruthless tyranny.” 


228 CASUALTIES 
REPORTED BY U:S.; 
289 ON PRIOR LIST 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (UP)— 
The Defense Department today 
added 228 Army personnel to 
casualties among American forces 
in the Korean fighting. 

In its eightieth casualty list, the 
department reported 25 killed in 
action and four dead of wounds 
or injuries. It also identified" 155 
wounded, 30 missing in action and 
14 injured. One was listed as hav- 
ing returned to duty after previ- 
ously being reported wounded. 

Yesterday the department re- 
ported 289 other casualties on its 
seventy-ninth list. 

Thirty-five were listed as killed 
in action and three as dead of 
wounds, It also named 193 wound- 
ed, 35 missing in action and 23 
injured. 

The Marines reported 13 killed 
in action, one dead ef wounds and 
26 wounded. The Air Force listed 
two killed in action and one miss- 
ing in action. The rest of the 
seventy-ninth list were Army per- 
sonnel. 

That list also identified five 
prisoners of war, all previously 
reported missing in action.

At the same time they have a 
number of explanations for our 
failure to “win friends and in- 
fluence people:” — 


1. The people of Western Eu- 
rope are able to make up their 
own minds about the United 
States and Americans without 
being told how. 

Hollywood films, a hundred 
flashy American magazines, two 
first-class American newspapers 


of thousands of American tourists 
permit them to weigh our side 
against the Communist or anti- 
American picture of America. 


Resent United States Wealth. 


2.‘The “American way of life,” 
as envisaged by many of the per- 
sons who talk about it most, is 
not so attractive for Europeans as 
many Americans seem to think. 

It is one thing to boast that the 
average man in the United States 
has a better opportunity to live 
freely and decently and to de- 


average man of any other-country 
in the world, but it is quite an- 
other thing to flaunt refrigerators, 
television sets and automobiles in 
the faces of the European masses 
who are persuaded that the pop- 
uletion-natural resources ratio of 
Western Europe and its colonies 
simply will not permit them to 
enjoy such material prosperity. 

Since they cannot have these 
things themselves they resent 
American talk about them. 

Europe is still inhabited by a 
number of nationalities which 
have pride in themselves and 
their own ways of life, even if 
they don’t include many gadgets. 

3 One distinct difference be- 
tween the United States and the 
countries of Western Europe 
which appears to be ignored by 
many Americans is the European 
class system. 

Peasantry Easier Sold. 

The most important part of 
Europe, as far as any sales cam- 
paign for America is concerned, 
is the European proletariat, cou- 
pled with the peasantry and the 
lower middle-class. 

These people do not all cherish 
the idea of becoming railroad 
presidents and bankers. What 
they cherish most of all, their 
highest hope, is the promise of 
steady employment and the most 
modest necessaries of life. 

A large proportion of these 
people are Socialists, when not 
Communists, and they believe in 
what are sweepingly known in 
the United States as “Socialist 
institutions.” 

The last thing the United States 
or individual Americans should 
do is to give these people the 


impression that the United States 
is opposed to Socialism. At this 
moment the United States is 
identified in the minds of count- 
less Europeans with an attempt 
to suppress or repress Socialism 
of the social-democratic British 
or Scandinavian type. 

Many Europeans are resentful 
of the openly: critical attitude to- 
ward “Socialism” which is con- 
stantly being voiced by Amer 
icans. ° 
Some Americans Behave Badly. 

4. Many individual Americans 
have damned their country and 
their fellow citizens. in the eyes 
of Europeans, by their behavior 
on visits to Europe.

Overrated, Some Say. 


Pressman detractors assert that 
his part has been exaggerated, the 
CIO counsel is not as important 
as generally supposed, and he 
isn’t so smart, anyway. They are 
on considerably firmer ground 
when they say that Pressman was 
much less effective than he could 
have been if he were not con- 
stantly torn between his trade- 
union aims and Communist sym- 
pathies.

BRITAIN UNVEILS 
‘MOST POWERFUL’ 
JET PLANE ENGINE 


LONDON, Aug. 31 (AP)—Brit- 
ain unveiled the most powerful 
jet engine known in the world 
yesterday. 


Its manufacturers asserted the 
engine has as much power as all 
four of the 3500-horsepower pis- 
ton engines which drive a Super- 
fortress bomber. 


The engine, named the Sap- 
phire, already has been thorough- 
ly flight-tested in a British twin- 
jet Meteor fighter. This plane 
was flown before correspondents 
at London airport yesterday after- 
noon, but for security reasons its 
performance was kept largely 
under wraps. , 

Reports of the engine say it is 


powerful enough to make a fight- 
er climb straight up. The com- 
pany declined to confirm this re- 
port. 


Jan. Zurakowski, test pilot for 
Armstrong Siddeley Co., makers 
of the engine, said the Meteor, 
equipped with Sapphire engines, 
“can outclimb any other fighter 
in the world—British, American, 
| Russian.” 


He said he can reach 40,000 
feet “in under four minutes,” but 
would not say how much under. 
With only one engine running, he 
said, the Meteor would exceed 
600 miles per hour.

Herbert O. Hamilton) showed me 
the files of men who have ap- 
plied for permission to marry 
English girls. Thirteen have ap- 
plied already. It takes about three 
months to get clearance. 

There have been other requests 
for permission to marry but Maj. 
Lippmann and the chaplain, be- 
tween them, have managed to talk 
the men out of it. In one case, a 
girl followed her man down from 
Burtonwood but the marriage was 
called off after the girl's own 
father came and warned the base 
commanders against his daughter.

Malik’s Month Ends > 


Anything to prevent the United Nations Se- 
curity Council from considering the real sue 
before it—the Communist invasion of the Re- 
public of Korea—has been the fdlicy of Jacob 
A. Malik. Now, after 30 days during which 
the Security Council has done nothing but 
about what to talk about, he ends his 


and Britain’s Sir Gladwyn Jebb is about to 
take over the chairman’s seat. This gives prom- 
ise that the council soon may be able to get 
down to business, with a minimum instead of a 
maximum of Soviet stalling possible. 

And what happened at Lake Success during 
August has turned out to be far better than 
many persons had feared. There were gloomy 
forebodings and dire prophecies when the 
Kremlin’s spokesman announced his return to 
U.N. But the prosecution of freedom’s war 
against aggression in Korea has not been ham- 
pered. Despite Malik’s best, or worst, efforts, 
the Korean issue remains where it belongs— 
at the top of the agenda. 

Immediately below it has been placed the 
Formosa question, but this is reason for satis- 
faction, rather than annoyance or alarm. For 
it was not so much Malik’s campaign which 
was responsible as the fact that Formosa is 
an exceedingly important and difficult prob- 
lem which does need to be talked about and 
disposed of. 

America’s past refusal even to agree to dis- 
cuss the matter after the Korean issue was out 
of the way had put this country in a bad light 
in the eyes of the world. Now our consent 
to talk about it demonstrates the sincerity of 
our participation in the U.N. 


Discussion of Formosa and China affords op- 
portunity to put the Far Eastern diplomatic 
situation on a realistic basis. Continental China, 
which now happens to be controlled by the 
Communists, does have a legitimate interest in 
Formosa—and Korea too, for that matter. 

Our agreement to talk about it should help 
somewhat to strengthen our moral position in 
the world. Talking about it might even help 
to lessen the possibility of all-out war in the 
Far East. 
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Still Stalling 


The two strikes which continued when the 
streetcar and bus operators went back to work 
are still going on. And as a result of the state’s 
strike against the union and the company’s strike 
against the people, the men have not been given 
the 7-cent-an-hour raise which even the Public 
Service Co. was prepared to grant at one point 
in this protracted dispute. 

Thus far, neither Gov. Smith nor his agent 
in charge of the Public Service Co., Vance 
Julian, has seen fit to exercise the author- 
ity the King-Thompson Act seems to give them 
in the operation of a seized utility. They have 
done nothing to put the wage increase into ef- 
fect, despite the fact that it was recommended 
by a public hearing panel.

It would be on considerably firmer 
ground if it put the wage increase into effect 
before the Public Service Commission hearing 
begins. 
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Alibi for an Aggressor 

The alibis which the Russians are using in 
the vain hope of covering up their crass ag- 
gressions are only echoes. Their assertion that 
the South Koreans invaded North Korea is 
the crudest of alibis compared with the com- 
plicated ones which Hitler used, as described 
in one of a series of articles now running in 
the Everyday Magazine of the Post-Dispatch. 

The man who was chief interpreter of the 
German Foreign Office from 1935 to 1945, Dr. 
Paul Schmidt, tells of the ruse Hitler used in 
dealing with the Polish Corridor. Proposals to 
conduct a plebiscite in the corridor and give 
Gdynia to Poland and Danzig to Germany were 
put into writing. Foreign Minister von Ribben- 
trop made these proposals to British Ambassa- 
dor Henderson but when the latter asked for 
the text to transmit it to his Government, he 
was refused. 

Br. Schmidt realized then that the Nazis had 
never intended to offer these terms and had 
only pretended to propose them for the propa- 
ganda effect. Hitler himself later verified 
Schmidt’s conclusion: “I needed an alibi, espe- 
cially for the German people, to show them 
that I had done everything to maintain peace. 
That is why I devised that generous offer about 
the settlement of the Danzig and Corridor ques- 
tions.” 


On second thought, this chicanery of Hitler’s 
was more like the “peace offensives” of the 
Kremlin and the Communists’ Stockholm peti- 
Xion, was it not, than even the weak attempts 
to clothe in some decency the naked aggression 
of the Communists in Korea? As Hitler was 
for peace a decade ago, so Soviet Russia is for 
peace today. For peace as an alibi only. 
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John L. Lewis, Resolved

Economic Powers for Truman 

Since neither branch of Congress had accepted 
the advice of Bernard M. Baruch and others 
for a truly strong program of economic mobili- 
zation, it was impossible for the Senate-House

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Althea Gibson in Defeat 


There are a lot of ways of meeting defeat, 
but no better way than that in which Althea 
Gibson went down in the national tennis cham- 
pionships at Forest Hills. 


Miss Gibson was young, virtually inexperi- 
enced on grass courts. This was her first play 
in the tournament. It was, in fact, the first 
time anyone of her race had been allowed to 
play in the championships. But she fought off 
these odds, to meet defeat only to a Wimbledon 
champion, Louise Brough, and to a cloudburst. 

Miss Brough won the first set, 6-1, but after 
Miss Gibson overcame her nervousness she 
blasted out a 6-3 victory. And the newcomer 
was leading, 7-6, in the deciding set before 
rain stopped play. Miss Brough returned the 
next day to win, 9-7, but not until the final 
game had gone to deuce six times. 

No one will ever know how close Miss Gib- 
son came to upsetting the tennis world, but 
that she upset some prejudices’: we have no 
doubt. 
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Freedom, for Whom? 


Normally, freedom of the press requires gov- 
ernment abstinence from acts affecting the press. 
So it is a sad affair when the Government ‘has 
to defend this freedom against a member of 
the press. That was the case ,in the anti-trust 
suit against the Lorain Journal. 


Federal District Judge Emerich B. Freed in 
Ohio has found the Journal guilty of violating 
the Sherman Act. The newspaper conceded that 
it had refused advertising from mérchants who 
also advertised on a competing radio station, 
WEOL. The Judge held that this was an open, 
illegal effort to destroy the business of a com- 
petitor. 

The Lorain Journal itself raised the cry of 
freedom of the press. Publisher S. A. Horvitz 
Said, “Maybe it’s a case of the Journal being 
made a guinea pig in a move by the Government 
to control newspapers.” But maybe not, too. 
Radio Station WEOL also has a claim to a 
free existence. Beyond that, the anti-trust laws 
were intended to apply to the newspaper busi- 
ness as well as to other businesses. 

Three years ago the Hutchins Commission on 
Freedom of the Press found that decreasing 
competition in the communications industry was 
a real threat to a free press. The commission 
urged that government “maintain competition 
among large units through the anti-trust laws, 
but that those laws be sparingly used to break 
up such units.” 

In the Lorain case, the Government has de- 
stroyed nothing. It has protected the right St 
a radio station to its existence, and it has up- 
held fair competition. The result is an asset to 
freedom. 
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The Tax Bill in Danger 


Dispute over the excess profits tax has raised 
the possibility that congressional action on taxes 
may be stalled so long as to require postpone- 
ment until next year of new taxes urgently 
needed to finance military expenditures.

or influence peddlers, who flourished especially during the war 


and postwar period and “guaranteed,” for a commission, to help 
business men make profitable deals in Washington. 


With the rearmament program 
beginning to swallow billions of 


- dollars a month, it might seem 


that these gentry would again be 
in a position to turn a quick if 
slightly soiled dollar. But this 
time, the Government says, things 
will be different. Without much 
fanfare regulations are going into 
effect that will curb the activities 
of the five-percenters and at the 
same time make it easier for bid- 
ders throughout the country to 
handle their transactions with the 
Government without coming to 
Washington. 

New federal contract forms 
carry clauses aimed directly at 
chiselers. The Government does 
not object to contractors employ- 
ing legitimate Washington agents. 
The forms require that: 

1. Where more than $25,000 
is involved in an advertised 
contract or more than $1000 in 
a negotiated contract, the bid- 
der must declare whether he 
has employed a special repre- 
sentative, other than a full-time 
employe, to help him solicit or 
secure the contract. 

2. A successful bidder must 
answer eight questions as to 
whether he paid contingent or 
other fees to get the business.

THE GENERAL PROVISIONS 
of the standard supply contract 
carry this straightforward new 
“Covenant Against Contingent 
Fees”: 

“The contractor warrants that 
no person or selling agency has 
been employed or retained to so-

THE CHANCES are that a five 
percenter can perform some slight 
service, but it will be a service 
that probably should be unneces- 
sary and the business man will 
pay an exorbitant price, If the 
five percenter is a rea] chiseler, 
he may do nothing at all. If 
there is enough in it for him, and 
if he actually has any influence 
with agency heads or Washington 
politicians, he may. be able to 
swing a deal for his client. 

In any event, the business man 
may never know whether he got 
any real help. If he accomplishes 
his purpose, he will tend to credit 
the five percenter; if he doesn’t, 
well, the five percenter claims he 
has done his best, and it is the 
sort of deal the business man 
can’t squawk about. | 

It is interesting to observe that 
neither the current lobby investi- 
gation nor the five percenter in- 
vestigation touched the really big 
influence peddlers. There are 
lawyers in Washington popularly 
supposed to have genuine power. 
They charge fees for large jobs, 
and their names seldom appear in 
the newspapers. By comparison, 
those whose names have been 
bandied about are small fry. 

Of course, there is no law against 
selling real or pretended influ- 
ence. And there are many legiti- 
mate business and _ industrial 
agents in Washington who per- 
form an honest service for an hon- 
est fee. There should be no room 
in Washington for the shady five

U.S. TO INCREASE 
AIR PARCEL POST 
RATES ON NOV. 1 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP) 
—Rates on air parcel post will 
go up Nov. 1, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Donaldson announced today. 

On packages up to one pound, 
there will be no change at all if 
the trip is more than 150 miles. 
There will be a nickel increase 
for packages between half a 
pound and one pound if the trip 
is less than 150 miles. 

The real increases will come 
on packages heavier than a 
pound. 

For a two-pound package fly- 
ing from New York to Atlanta, 
Ga., will rise from 94 cents to 
$1.26. A five-pound package go- 
ing the same distance will rise 
from $1.66 to $2.94. 

Donaldson said the new rates 
will bring in enough revenue to 
pay the costs of air parcel post. 
He said present revenue isn’t 
enough to do that, because postal 
salaries, Government payments to 
airlines and other expenses have 
gone up. 

Donaldson said about half of 
all air parcel post packages 
weigh a pound or less, and are 
mailed individually, and that 75 
per cent weigh less than two 
pounds. Therefore, he said, the

ON 5. VANDEVENTER 


Two Buildings to Be Erected 
-—Part of Plan to Decen- 
tralize Operations. 


A new post office station is to 
be built at the northeast corner 
of South Vandeventer and Cleve-

This will be the first step in 
decentralizing operations of the

The new station will be erected 
by the Van Cleve Building & Con- 
struction Co. and will be occu- 
pied by the Post Office Depart- 
ment under a 10-year lease. It 
will consist of two buildings, one 
serving as a classified post office 
station and a decentralization unit, 
and the other housing a garage. 

Annual rental will be $40,380. 
No estimate was available on con- 
struction cost of the station. 

The station quarters, on the 
first floor and mezzanine, will oc- 
cupy 18,940 square feet, 11,000 of 
which will be utilized by the de- 
centralization unit to separate and 
deliver parcel post and special 
delivery mail for six districtg. 
This will reduce travel time and 
expedite handling of mail. 

The station lobby will have 
bank-type service windows: and 
lock boxes. There will be park- 
ing facilities in front of the build- 
ing, and in another section will 
be a 119-foot platform to ac- 
commodate 15 trucks simultane- 
ously, so firms may deposit par- 
cel post and other mail there. 

It is planned to speed con- 
struction so the station can be 
placed in operation by Dec. 1 for 
delivery of Christmas mail.

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A House Divided 


-INCOLN spoke in another time of national crisis of a house 
divided against itself that cannot stand. It is a fairly safe guess 
that there is today more unity in the country than in Washington. 


The division is in this Admin- 


ministration. Occasionally it is 
revealed by such incidents as the 


it cannot conceal the continuing 
division over American policy and 
what to do about it. 


Secretary Matthews is an hon- 
orable man. He came to Wash- 
ington from Omaha without any 
strong pre-conceptions on policy. 
No one who has even a slight 
knowledge of what is actually hap- 
pening here can believe that he 
thought up the idea of preventive 
war. But now he has been made 
to confess the blame and stand 
in the corner. 


Cause of European Distrust. 


The fact is that the preventive 
war theory has had important 
support in the Pentagon from 
high officials both in and out of 

orm. Various phrases—such 
as “war to prevent defeat”—are 
used to mean the same thing. The 
following are facts that may be 
unknown to President Truman, 
but they are known to some in 
Washington: 

1. Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson has in private talks re« 
ferred to the preventive war 
concept. He has at various 
times put varying degrees of 
emphasis and acceptance on it. 


2. Within the past two months 

a prominent American who once 

held a high Government office 

but is now out of politics was 
approached by the preventive 
war group in the Pentagon. He 
was asked if he would publicly 
come out for it as though it 
were his independent judgment. 

Those who made the approach 

were hopeful that this citizen's 

name would lend respectability 
to the theory. He said No. 

- Matthews’s statement that he 
was speaking his own private 
views shows loyalty to his supe- 
riors. But it can hardly be taken 
as other than a demonstration of 
loyalty. 

Preventive war has, of course, 


never been a consideration in of- | 


ficial American policy, even as an 
alternative. The State Depart- 
ment has long been convinced that 
such talk played directly into the 
hands of Soviet - propagandists 
seeking to prove to the world that 
this country is seeking a war. It 
also serves to spread increasing 
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doubt and distrust among the peo- 
ples of Western Europe. 
In Western Europe the

Atomic bombs dropped by 
American bo that is 
the essence of a preventive war— 
would be met by Russian atomic 
attacks on Rome, Paris, London 
and then, if possible, on New 
York and Washington. 

There are those in the Penta- 
gon who have more practical rea- 
sons for doubting the thesis of 
preventive war. They see it as a 
reckless and irresponsible gamble 
that America’s B-36 bombers can 
knock out Russia’s vital centers 
in one or two or three mass at- 
tacks. 

Vassily Stalin, son of the dic- 
tator and chief of all of Rus- 
sia’s air force, recently made the 
flat statement that no plane no 
matter how high or how fast it 
flew could ever get over a major 
Soviet target. The same state- 
ment was made in the newspaper, 
Pravda. 

Most Air Force officers are in- 
clined to dismiss this as mere 
boasting. But some responsible 
officials take it far more seri- 
ously. They point to the Ameri- 
can tendency to underestimate 
Russian capacities, one result of 
which was to fail badly on the 
timing of Russia’s achievement of 


an atomic explosion. 


Effect of Split on Policy. 


They suggest the possibility 
that Soviet scientists, aided by 
captured German scientists and 
technicians, may have solved the 
problem of a ground-to-air’ 
guided missile capable of finding 
any target in the air and shoot- 
ing it down. 

Ambassador-at-Large Philip 
Jessup sought in a radio inter- 
view to counteract the Matthews’ 
suggestion. He emphasized that 
American policy was to do every- 
thing to “maintain our security 
and our highest values by peace- 
ful means.” 

But the division over the con- 
cept of a preventive war is only 
one phase of the split between 
the State Department and the 
Pentagon. So long as this split 
exists, there can be no coherent 
affirmative policy of any kind.

Sumner Welles impressed me as 
an exceptionally intelligent man, 
if not very imaginative diplomati- 
cally, as he sat facing his German 
conversational partners like a 
block of ice, and began every con- 
versation with the stereotyped for- 
mula whereby he defined his mis- 
sion, saying that America was in- 
terested in the creation of lasting 
peace in Europe and not in a 
mere, temporarily limited truce. 
The Government of the United 
States had sent him to ascertain 
what possibilities there were. He 
could, however, make no propos- 
als, nor could he accept any un- 
dertakings for the United States. 
The present French Ambassador 
in London, Rene Massigli, of 
whom Sumner Welles somehow re- 
minded me, had a mission similar 
to that of Mr. Welles during Fran- 
co-German negotiations in the 
twenties, and he had then opened 
the discussion with the words: “I 
am no more than a pencil with 
two ears.” 

Even if Hitler had been very 
keen to start peace talks, the cool, 
reserved attitude of the American 
envoy would scarcely have encour- 
aged him, and since on the Ger- 
man side there was a precisely 
corresponding attitude, the result 
was that thése conversations at 
Berlin, which attracted so much 
attention; were fundamentally 
nothing more than me playing off

no point in relating the 
details of these conversations be- 
tween the pencil with ears and the 
gramophone records. They had no 
relation to the great hopes of 
peace which they then aroused in 
Germany, as I constantly realized 
from the worried questions of 
friends and acquaintances. 

When Sumner Welles left Ger- 
many on 3d March, 1940, I felt that 
now the very last chance for a 
peaceful termination of the war 
had gone.

With my miniature languages 
service I worked the night of 20- 
2ist June by candlelight in the 
little French village church. I 
was profoundly conscious of the 
strange feeling that permeated 
the nave of that dimly lit church, 
as before the covered altar the 
low voices of the translators min- 
gied with the muffled sound of 
typewriters, while the conditions 
to be imposed upon France were 
formulated in the French lan- 
guage.

ROM time to time Keitel, and 

occasionally Hitler himself, 

came to see us in the church 
in order to make sure whether we 
had really finished the work; or to 
make alterations in the German 
text. The conference room must 
have been somewhere nearby, 
where the armistice conditions 
were being subjected to a final 
scrutiny while we were already 
translating them. It was not un- 
til after midnight that the last 
sheet was sent over, and in the 
early dawn we had finished the 
job, including a fair copy for the 


French. 

I quickly drove back to the 
Chateau d’Ardenne in order, after 
the strenuous night, to rest a 
little for duty with the armistice 
negotiations, which were to start 
the same day, 2ist June, 1940. 
But after two hours I was called 
by an orderly. I was immediately 
to drive with Ribbe to 
Compiegne, as fog made 


house where the car was already 
waiting for me with the im- 
patient Foreign Minister. “Drive 
as quickly as you can,” said Rib- 
rentrop to the driver. “The in- 
terpreter musn't be late for 
armistice negotiations.” 

So we sped “regardless of cas- 
ualties” at over 75 miles an hour, 
over the fortunately excellent 
motor road of northern France, 
through the battlefields of the 
First World War, villages and 
towns in which the Second World 
War had now left its track of de- 
struction in tragic repetition of 
that event. ' 

Slightly in advance of our time-

Soon afterward Hitler arrived 
with Goering, Raeder, Braun- 
chitsch, Keitel, Ribbentrop and 
Hess, and sat on my right; a few 
minutes later there appeared the 
French general, Huntziger.

Leluc and 
Bergeret, general of the air force. 

Hitler and his associates stood 
up without a word; both sides 
bowed shortly. Then the two dele- 
gations sat down at the table and 
the negotiations began.
